1968. I explained that Mr. Hampton, as Chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission, had recommended to the 0MB that the President sign such 
an Executive Order; that 0MB had run into complications with D0D and 
that 0MB had referred the issue back to the CSC. I explained the re- 
lationship of the question of Veterans' Preference to the need for 
an Executive Order for this Agency and for the Foreign Service. I 
also pointed out that other agencies which could conform to provisions 
of the Veterans' Preference Act were in a position to negotiate di- 
rectly with the CSC for interchange agreements.
